SYDNEY CROATIA'S EXTENSIONS REVEALED

SYDNEY CROATIA last night revealed exciting plans exclusively to Australian Soc- 
cer Weekly of their arrangements to instal a magnificent grardstand to accomodate 


3500 patrons at the Croatian Sports Centre. 


With their team riding on a crest of a wave on top of 
the National League, the club is expected to begin 
work on the updating of the ground within a couple of 
months. 


The erection of the grandstand on the northern side 
of the ground has already been approved by Fairfield 
Council. 

Initial estimates of the cost exceed the $1 million 
mark. The architect is the same one who designed the 


~magnificent Parramatta Stadium. 


This is only the start of the Croatian Sports Centre’s 
facelift however. Immediately behind the stand will be 
ample car-parking. If the Edensor Park ground has 
any bugbears, they are a limitation of car parking 
space and no spectator cover, but soon these will be 
overcome. 

Two blocks have been purchased behind the ground 
to cater for the patrons driving to the match. 


The grandstand will take over the entiré northern 
hill and the facilities will include the press box, dres- 
sing rooms underneath, clubhouse on top and gymna- 
sium. 

Once the first stand is completed an adjoining stand 
will be constructed behind the western goal. It will be 
the same style and configuration as the main stand. 

Following the completion of all the covered seating, 
the remaining areas will be filled by aluminium 
seating. 

A press conference will be held within a fortnight to 
reveal all the plans and show off the impressive scale 
model. 

Tt was also announced yesterday that the annual 
Croatian tournament will go ahead in November with 
Sydney and Melbourne Croatia being main partici- 
pants. 

Over twenty sides will compete, drawn from major 
centres all over Australia. 


SBS is set to kill the televising of matches 
next year. They have been going to air this 
year at 11.30am:on Sundays. 

The reason? There are 100,000 of them, 
the cost and little response at the gates. 

Under these circumstances the sponsor 
could do a lot better -- television or no televi- 
sion -- if the Cup reverted to the format of 
including top State League sides.

JUST-Sydney Croatia fracas at Schint- 
ler Reserve was a reasonable synopsis of the

events. 


It did, however, spend a deal of space listing the 
officials and police in attendance, whilst being 
perhaps a little short on content. 

The main points were the decision that the 
Footscray club management had obeyed the 
rules and therefore were not at fault, that the game 
had been well conducted and that the issues were 
outside the realms of Soccer. 

Nonetheless, the position should not end there, 
even allowing the natural desire to put non-foot- 
ball matters aside and get on with the game. 

The positive fact is that disturbances of this na- 
ture are the bane of Soccer and their existence Is 
the one true way to ensure that the game will not 
reach the heights that it should. 

For the man in the street the relevance of deep- 
seated European political issues to Australian 
sport is impossible to comprehend. 

At the same time it has to be realised, in a mig- 
rant receiving country, that many of these ancient 
antipathies do not die easily — if ever for that 
matter. 

People have definite rights in a democracy to 
state their case to the best of their ability. 

This is the safety value that applies in Australia. 
It is something that also applies in countries such 
as the United States and Canada, which have 
somewhat comparable ethnic make-ups. 

But, by the same token there is no right for those 
freedoms to be abused. 

It is true that, amongst the longer established 
‘Australian’ population, there is from time to time 
sorry indications of bad crowd behaviour. 

These things are at times swept under the car- 
pet. A case was documented sometime ago of 
widespread misbehaviour at Lang Park, Bris- 
bane, which barely reached the media. 

Regardless of that, one lot of rioting does not 
condone another. Soccer, being the minority 
sport, somehow has to shoulder an additional 
burden when things go wrong. 

It cannot afford to have things going awry. 
There is insufficient base now in the wider natio- 
nal media, and it must not be frittered away. 

The lunatic fringe that causes these riots is not 
very great in number, but by politicising Soccer 
football they are ruining it. 

One case that came to AUSTRALIAN SOCCER 
WEEKLY’s notice was that of a keen Soccer fan of 
Southern European origin who took his wife and 
family to the game in question. 

He had no connection whatsoever to either 
competing club, and was there to see one of the 
best games of football that was offering in Austra- 
lia on the day. 

The result? An assurance that he will never 
take his family to such a match again. 

The situation was scary. The feeling was there 
that his kith and kin might not even see the light of 
another day. 

Tough stuff? Even club and national team 
players can vouch for the feeling of terror that for a 
time enshrouded them. 

When these things happen — remember some 
50 police were called in — the game is the loser 
and other sentiments are aroused. 

A natural reaction is to seek to have the game 
restructured without nationalistic elements. 

Soccer at public entertainment level is frag- 
mented badly — even wounded — but there is no 
room for panic measures even allowing that NSL 
attendances are mainly of Greek, Yugoslav and 
Italian background. 

It would perhaps be different if, with the assist- 
ance of the major media, Soccer was to be proper- 
ly launched on a wide, across the board basis. 

Nothing is surer than the existence of worth- 
while NSL clubs from Brisbane, Canberra, Wol- 
longong and Newcastle — with broad supporter 


followings — would have a balancing effect on. 


excesses such as the one that has been wit- 
nessed. 

Cannot Soccer learn the lesson that is there for 
all to see in cricket, Australian rules, rugby league 
and basketball. 

Soccer has a much greater ethnic content, 
which cannot be allowed to wither, but recent 
events prove that there is much more to the sport 
than certain excesses that go with it.

WHEN it comes to conducting Player-of-the

One barrier that a 
coach faces is trouble in 
identifying some mem- 
bers of the opposing line- 
ups. 


After all, we haven't 
seen an NSL Year Book 
yet and most coaches 
don’t pick up the opposi- 
tion players on the team 
sheets. 


Unfortunately — many 
clubs don’t have. proper 
offices where these 
things can be lined-up. 

If proper lists aren’t 
supplied it would be a 
hypocricy to have 
coaches making selec- 
tions.

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LIFE IS TOUGH AT THE TOP

SYDNEY CROATIA have found out over the past 


fortnight that life at the top is indeed hard. 


Brunswick Juventus went 
to the Croatian Sports Cen- 
tre on Sunday and despite 
leaving without any points 
from the 1-0 loss they cer- 
tainly left their mark.

Captain-coach Vedran 
Rozic released Slater and his 
shot across goal was saved by 
Pat Marama at the near post. 

The black and whites 
made sporadic moves for- 
ward but rarely bothered 
Anthony Franken in the 
Croatia goal. 

Marama did well after 26 
minutes when he denied 
Graham Arnold’s low drive 
by spreading his body well. 

The opening goal finally 
came three minutes before 
the break when a defensive 


error led to Arnold drilling 
in another low shot, this time 
successfully. 

It was 20 minutes into the 
second half before Marama 
was forced to punch the ball 
clear of Slater’s head after 
Graham Jennings had ex- 
pertly whipped in a cross.

“T think it’s a little disap- 
pointing not ing wingers 
in the game but really the 
game isn’t much fun any 
more, it’s a job and there is 
pressure on the coaches. 

“They have to have their 
teams play more protec- 
tively. 

“It’s a team game and, to 
be honest, since I’ve joined 
Juventus and changed my 
game I've been able to enjoy 
team success. 

“And I try to respect my 
coaches — if the club 
appoints a coach then I try to 
go along, show respect and 
do what he says.”

Started to visit some of the 
other State League grounds. 

“But I enjoyed my time 
there. We had four other

At one stage Cullen near- 
ly joined Heidelberg to kick 
off his NSL career but even- 
tually, with Preston, Cullen 
made his national league dé- 
but in 1981. 

The early days of NSL 
were exciting for player and 
club but Cullen's time at Pre- 
ston was to end On a sour 
note. 

“In the end I was disap- 
pointed at the way Preston 
operated,” Cullen ex- 
plained. 

“Jeff Faulkner (now at 
Sunshine) was a very close 
friend of mine and he wasn’t, 
in my opinion, getting much 
of a chance with the first 
team. 

“He should have been in 
but instead he and a few 
other players we just handed 
letters saying they were no 
longer required and from 
that time on would have to 
train the youth team. 

“They received shocking 
treatment and I eventually 
became disillusioned and 
very bitter about it. 

“At the time I had prob- 
Jems of my own and even- 
tually I lost all interest. 


“Before the 1983 season 
the president John Branov 
told me ‘to get a grip on my- 
self’ and I started the season 
to see out my contract. 


“Then I got one of the no 
longer required letters, 
saying it was because I in- 
tended going home to Scot- 
land. 

“If they'd said it was be- 
cause I wasn’t playing well 
enough I'd have said OK but 
I was taken out of the first 
team and a $12,000 fee was 
placed on my head. 

“Then the club turned 
around and asked me to play 
in the youth team to help 
stop them being relegated. 

“In the end I did but only 
because Frank McAleer was 
in charge and he convinced

Branov, convinced Cul- 
len had ‘settled down’ after 
getting married, tried to 
convince him to return to 
Conner Reserve. 

“I'd lost respect for too 
many people there to re- 
turn,’ Cullen explains. 

“That's when I joined 
Brunswick. 

“Luckily enough I had 
joined another club with 
great players and coaches 
and there has always been a 
great rapport between the 
people there.” 

It was Cullen’s best-ever 
career move, even if it did 
mean losing the flying winer 
tag which had been his 
trademark. 

The highlight obviously 
being the 1985 Australian 
championship win which, he 
Says, was “a great experi- 
ence”. 

“But we still didn’t win the 
league that year so it was 
good to come back the next 
season and finish top of the 
league to win the unofficial 


championship,” Cullen 
added. 

1987 hasnt started as well 
as Cullen and Brunswick 


ed but the “Ti- 
ger still believes the club has 
the goods to do the job. 

“I feel we'll do really well 
if we can get a little more 
consistent. 

“We need everyone stick- 
ing their jobs as we did 
against Marconi and if we do 
that we'll finish the best of 
the Melbourne teams at 
least.

Salt of the earth 


A GOOD YOUTH COACH 


RON Greenwood the 
former England. and 
West Ham manager 
once wrote that one 
of the best paid men. 
in the club — even 
the best — should be 
the youth coach. 


Understandable, this, if 
one cosniders that the youth 
coach's job is one of invest- 
ment. His responsibility is 
the future. 

Sadly in Australia it is my 
belief that this position gen- 
erally is not given the degree 
of importance it deserves. 

Because of ‘this the club 
suffers in the long term and 
worst than this talented 
young players fail to cope 


with the transition period 
from junior to youth to 
senior Soccer. 


There are some national 
league coaches who do not 
have a say in the choice of the 
youth team coach. 

The job is given to a club 
favourite, a committee- 
men’s friend or a selection is 
made which will be popular 
with the members. 

It is not a job for a faithful 
Tom, Dick or Harry or for 
somebody who is cutting his 
teeth. 

A learner teaching lear- 
ners is not a sound idea. But 
this is what happens at many 
clubs and it has ruined many 
promising youngsters. 

Clubs haven't got the 
foresight or maybe in some 
cases the money to employ 
good, experienced men at 
this level. But it is poor hus- 
bandry and, in the end, they 
and Australian Soccer are 


the losers. 
I sometimes wonder if 
some of our National 


League clubs look at the 
National Youth League with 
a philosophy of “providing 
Soccer for boys and not boys 
for Soccer”. 

In lower leagues the way is 
often to provide a sound de- 
velopment system through 
the reserves competition.

Methodology 


1 am not advocating 
the immedate demise 
of all experienced play- 
ers from the club, but a 
rather more selective 
method of deciding 
which one can still be 
of value to the develop- 
ment process. 

Believe it or not there are 
clubs who still give players a 
game because of amount of 
revenue they provide for the 
club in the social club. 

It is fascinating to listen to 
club administrators suppor- 
ters and or parents recount- 
ing the success or otherwise 
of the youth teams at the end 
of a national youth league 
season. 

Generally the measure is 
the position the team 
finishes in the league. But 
how many youth league win- 
ners had players who have 
progressed to the senior 
squad. 


To try and equate it 
with what happens in 
England where the 
hooligans reign, is 
ludicrous, and for the 
NSL officials to say 
they will stamp out 
the violence before it 
reaches the English 
proportions is also 
ludicrous. 

Put the same peo- 
ple in any setting, and 
the result will be the 
same.

THE NSW Amateur Soc- 
cer Federation Sydney 
Brnach takes pleasure in 
welcoming the Southern 
and Eastern SFA to the 
Metropolitan champpion- 
ships. 


“You've two minutes to score th 
winner or you'll be looking for a 
new club.” 


One only need to look at 
the transfer market at the 
beginning of the season and 
the success or otherwise of 
some clubs development 
programmes can be seen. 

In order to fulfil his poten- 
tial a young player must 
progress through various 
phases of development. 

1. The turn on (up to 8 
years) 

2. The romance (9 to 12 
years) 

3. The commitment (13 to 
16 years) 

4. The turn off (16+ years) 

The 16 to 18 years period 
in a young player’s life can be 
critical. Many stop playing, 
others struggle on but fail to 
achieve their aspirations, 
some are successful and 
satisfy the expectations of 
themselves, their coach and 
the community. The turn off 
can be the result of various 
influences: 

@ Unrealistic expectations 

© Other attractions (perso- 
nal, education, sporting) 

@ Lack of success 

@ Injuries 

© Shortage of playing oppor- 
tunities 

© Overplaying 

Poor leadership 

© Peer group pressure 

5. Fullfilment (16+ years) 

The aim of the youth 
coach should be to produce: 


a) Thinking, imaginative 
players iy 

b) Self reliant, self motivating 
players 


c) Players with a discerning 
awareness of the games prin- 
ciples and tactics 
d) A healthy attitude towards 
competition 
e) Players who not only con- 
form to the rules of the game 
but to the spirit of the game 
f) Effective athletic perfor- 
mers 
g) Skills which provide the 
optimistic answers to the 
games problems 

For players to fulfil the 
above expectations clubs 
must at least try to provide a 
qualified experienced youth 
coach for this most impor- 
tant position.

mer Novocastrian Young

“Mark's performance 


with us this year has really 
surprised me,” says Rozic of 
the young midfielder who 
has scored four times this 
year. 

“T really didn’t expect so 
much so soon from him. 

“In the off-season we had 
bought Ray Vlietstra from 
Wollongong for Mark’s cen- 
tral defending position, and 
we saw Mark as working his 
way into the team in some 
other position. 

“What impressed me ab- 
out Mark and prompted us 
to sign him was his goal scor- 
ing ability. 

“I didn’t see him that 
much with Newcastle but 
was impressed with the eight 
goals he scored in the second 
half of the championship.” 

“In pre-season _ training 
we tried him in midfield and 
the spot has been his ever 
since.” 

Rozic sees Jones’ greatest 
asset as “his nose for goals”. 

On the few occasions I 
have seen Jones in action I 
must say it is certainly one of 
his invaluable skills. 

His goal which won the 
pre-season State Bank Cup 
or the one that wrapped up 
the home match against 
South Melbourne were two 
examples of Jones drifting 
into goal-scoring situations. 

Few though could have 
headed home that goal 
against South Melbourne in 
the manner of young Jones. 

His heading ability, parti- 
cularly in goal-scoring situa- 
tions, is another of his better 
attributes, although Jones 
himself says that he is not 


happy with his heading in 
general play at the moment. 

Amazingly it has only 
been in recent times that he 
has caught attention for rep- 
resentative selection. 

Up till his selection for the 
Young Socceroos in 1985 
Jones only enjoyed one sea- 
son as a Northern-NSW rep 
(at under 18 level) again indi- 
cating, for those who doubt 
it, the immense amount of 
talent coming out of the 
Newcastle region. 


Toronto Lad 


His junior days were 
spent with the Toronto 
Awaba club from the 
under 6 to under 16 
level. 

He “played up front” in 
those days and made his first 
team debut for Toronto 
Awaba at the ripe old age of 
17. 

Then it was on to the 
Newcastle KB youth team, 
then the first team with KB 
and subsequently Newcastle 
Rosebud. 


Crammed in between was 
his Young Socceroo appear- 
ances in the Soviet Union in 
1985 where he was rated one 
of Australia’s best perfor- 
mers. 

“It was a thrill to be picked 
for Australia and a shame 
that we didn’t go on when we 
had it won in that final qual- 
ification game with Niger- 
ia,” says Jones of an experi- 
ence that was tremendous 
football-wise but “shocking 
in other respects”. 

When Newcastle said 
goodbye to the National 
League, Jones sought green- 
er pastures. 

And there was plenty of 
them — Sydney City, Apia- 
Leichhardt, St George and 
Sydney Croatia.

It is no coincidence that 
four of the wisest club 
coaches — Thomson, Rasic, 


Arok and Rozic were all 
chasing the youngster. 

It was finally a toss up be- 
tween Apia and Sydney 
Croatia.

Naples team clinching their first ever Italian championship. 


The second half of their 
game against Fiorentina was 
a disappointment and I went 
to bed at 1.30am with the 
game locked at 1-1 and 
seemingly set to finish that 
way, as it did. 

Maradona had been very 
sharp in the first half, but 
man to man marked as he 


was, he was given little 
opportunity to really 
sparkle. 


His marker, Gelsi, only 18 
years old, was lithe, fast and 
tenacious. 


Nevertheless’ there was 
enough there for us to 
.appreciate what an  out- 
standing player is Mara- 
dona. 

He has developed various 
ploys to defeat his tight 
markers. 


One of these is at throw ins 
close to the opposing goal. 

The thrower throws the 
ball hard at Maradona’s 
chest. He chests the ball up 
into the air, then does an 
overhead kick to cross the 
ball into the goal. 


At 26, the brilliant 
Argentinian is now at his 
peak. 


He has fined down from 
earlier in the season when he 
looked a little overweight. 

He ts so fast over a few 
yards. So agile, so inventive 
and so marvelously alert. 

It was the intelligence of 
his play which most impress- 
ed me. 

His quick, disguised pass 
which began the lead up to 
Napoli’s goal in the first half 
was typical of his creative 
skill and intelligence. 

This goal was positively 
brilliant in its creation by the 
three Napoli players, Mara- 
dona, Giordano and Carne- 
vale. 

It typified the masterly 
skill of many of the players 
on the field in what is the 
world’s © premier Soccer 
Teague. 

Nevertheless the game in 
the second half was not a 
good one to watch as all 
attacking moves were con- 
tinually snuffed out with 
tight, sometimes cynical 
defence.

ENGLAND and Manchester United captain, 
Bryan Robson, could play for Queensland 
in the annual interstate clash with New 


South Wales at Perry Park next month. 


Robson has been 
offered to the QSF for a 
one-off appearance at 
what is understood to be 
a five-figure fee. 


The dynamic midfiel- 
der, who became Bri- 
tain’s most expensive 
player when Ron Atkin- 
son bought him from 
West Bromwich Albion 
to Manchester United 
for £ stg 2 mill, is under- 
stood to be very keen to 
come to Australia. 

Negotiations are cur- 
rently being handled by 
Gold Coast-based play- 
er agent Tony Price, 
working for English 
company Pro. 


Price is understood 
also to have clinched a 
deal between former 
West Ham striker Tony 
Cottee and Newcastle 
club, Wallsend. 

Queensland Soccer 
Federation president 
Ian Brusasco revealed 
the Robson negotiations 
last week and said the 
success of the deal de- 
pended largely on 
sponsorship. 


Not only will the QSF 
be up for a hefty appear- 
ance fee, there also will 
be a sizeable insurance 
premium to cover the in- 
jury-prone Robson. 


And with the Euro- 
pean championships just 
around the corner, the 
England captain has 
much to play for over 
the next 12 months. 


In 1981, Brisbane 
Lions paid $2200 for a 
30-day cover on Bob 
Latchford, then an Eng- 
land striker valued a 
more than one million 
pound. The premium 
for Robson possibly 
could be double that. 

If the deal can be clin- 
ched, the OSF is keen to 
bring the England star 
to Brisbane or at least 
the week leading up to 
the interstate clash, like- 
ly to be held on Sunday, 
June 14. 

There has been pre- 
liminary talk of junior 
coaching clinics, sports- 
men’s dinners and 
saturation promotion. 

Queensland coach 
Bruce Stowell probably 
would give Robson a 
free role in the midfield 
and hope to capitalise 
on his fine attacking 
qualities. And with the 
Man United dynamo on 
their team the Maroons 
could even start the 
match as favorites. 

The Maroons beat 
NSW 1-0 last year and 
the Blues team could be 
depleted this year be- 
cause of the Socceroo 
tour of South Korea 
next month. 

“Our annual clash 
with ‘NSW is the biggest 
game on the Soccer 
calendar, and if Bryan 
Robson can be part of it 
as well, then we could 
be in for a huge day for 
Queensland Soccer,”’ 
Brusasco said.

BRISBANE Lions have 
staged the transfer 
sensation of the sea- 
son by de-registering 
Irish import Davie 
Richardson and shar- 
ing Queensland strik- 
er Dave Wheeler from 
Coalstars. 

The sudden and unex- 
pected move came on the 
eve of Queensland’s depar- 
ture to New Zealand last 
week for the Auckland FA 
Centenary tournament. 


And the signing heralds 
what could be a flurry of 
transfer action this month 
as Lions strengthen their 
squad before the transfer 
deadline. 


“T have no doubts we 
have a squad capable of 
winning the XXXX 
League, but we also have 
got to have by the transfer 
deadline a side capable of 
winning the NSL promo- 
tion play-offs,” Lions coach 
Col Bennett said. 


“Davey Richardson is a 
great player, but I think at 
the present time Dave 
Wheeler is a better one.” 


Lions are understood 
also to have chased Wheel- 
ers Coalstars and Queens- 
land striking partner Mark 
Brusasco, although Brusas- 
co looks set to see the sea- 
son out at Bundamba. 


Richardson has been 
given a virtual free transfer 
and at the time of writing 
was being chased by a num- 
ber of clubs including Red- 
lands, Croatia and Coal- 
stars — who were left bitter 


over Wheeler's sudden de- 
parture. 

“We had a verbal agree- 
ment with Dave and he 
went against it. We have 
been left in the lurch,” said 
Coalstars president Mike 
Rule. 

The securing of Wheeler 
ends several years of in- 
terest by Lions which al- 
ways was tempered by a 
lack of visa places. The 
Richlands club tried to sign 
the former English Univer- 
sities striker two years ago 
when he scored for 
Queensland against NSW.

But on that occasion 
Wheeler turned down the 
Lions and St George 
approaches as he felt he 
owed Coalstars a full 
season.

There have been cries 
for better coaching from 
teachers within our gene- 
ral coaching course set 
up. 


We are getting many 
teachers involved as well 
as conducting courses 
specifically for teachers, 
and in colleges for stu-

Soccer through hasn’t 
the physical impact of 
scrums and the like. 


Particularly for young 
players, with small side 


games being recomen- 
ded, it is easier for 
teachers to administer 


Soccer than other such 
games and come out with 
a negligible number of 
serious injuries. 


Our level 1 courses are 
specifically designed 
with organisation in mind 
so that coaches and 
teachers are able to plan 
and organise situations 
where players can enjoy 
session in these small side 
situations. 

Another help to 
techers, which we are 
hoping to implement in 
this near future, is a card 
system which empha- 
sised practices most suit- 
able for young players. 

Similar schemes 
already exist in some 
states and seem to be 
working very well.

TOTTENHAM have rejected an offer of $723,000 for their star England mid- 
fielder Glenn Hodle, who is determined to leave the club at the end of the 
season. 

On the eve of the Cup final, ten European clubs are fighting to gain and services 
of the gifted 29-year-old. 

The only club to have made a firm offer so far, Dutch side PSV Eindhoven, are 
the favourites to sign Hoddle for next season. 

But their $A723,000 bid was rejected by Spurs, who value him at $A2.3 million 
and that has provoked interest among nine other clubs. 

They are Italian quartet, Sampdoria, Fiorentina, Verona and Genoa, French 
-duo, Racing Club de Paris and Paris Saint Germain, Spanish pair Real Madrid and 
Barcelona, and West German club Cologne. 

Fiorentina is also chasing England forward Tony Cottee, who is poised to ask for 
a transfer at West Ham, one of Spurs’ elite neighbors. 

The 21-year-old striker, who still has two years of his present contract to run, is 
upset at the criticism he has been receiving from some Hammers fans and is unhap- 
py with the way the club has stagnated this season. 

“T haven’t been completely happy with things this season,” he said. 

“T may have scored 29 goals, but I set my standards high. I want to do what is best 
for me.” 

But Fiorentina is not the only club chasing Cottee. Liverpool scout Bob Paisley 
saw him score his 29th goal of the season last Saturday, while Manchester United 
and Arsenal are also expected to join the hunt. 

One player who could be joining West Ham is Luton’s Welsh international 
goalkeeper, Andy Dibble. 

He was watched by Hammers manager John Lyall and is available. 

Johnny Metgod, Nottingham Forest's Dutch utility player, is another internatio- 
nal who is likely to be on the move shortly. 

The 29-year-old has refused Forest's offer of a new contract and is relegated 
Manchester City’s latest player-coach target. 

They have approached Forest after being rejected by Tottenham’s Argentinian 
midfielder, Ossie Ardiles and Stoke’s ex-England midfielder Brian Talbot. 

Sheffield Wednesday’s Northern Ireland left-back Nigel Worthington has also 
turned down new terms. 

“Tt looks as if a move would be best and obviously I would like to stay in the first 
division,” said Worthington.

AJAX Amsterdam revived memories of its 
grat triumphs of the past when it won the 
European Cup Winners’ Cup for the first time 
by beating East Germany’s Lokomotiv Leip- 
zig 1-0 at a half empty Olympic stadium in 
Athens. 


A first-half goal by Marco van Basen proved deci- 
sive as Ajax, hoping to emulate its all-conquering 
team of the 1970s, struggled to impsoe its authority in 
the face of spirited opposition.
